SAYS HE IS PLEASED 


WITH THE PROJECT | 


Praises Army for Upkeep— 
Goes Back to Train to 
Resume His Journey to 
Warm Springs, Ga.

SHEFFIELD, Ala. Jan. 21— 
Greeted by a cheering throng, Pres- 
ident-elect Roosevelt left his special 
train here today for an automobile 
tour of inspection ‘of the Govern- 
ment’s Muscle Shoals power and 


nitrate plant. 

Govs. McAlister of Tennessee and 
Miller of Alabama headed the re- 
ception committee which met Roose- 
velt. Four army airplanes escorted 
the train into the city. 

Senator Norris of Nebraska, Re- 
who will 
press again his legislation for Gov- 
ernment control and operation of 
Muscle Shoals at the next session, 
was at the side of Roosevelt. 

Mr. Roosevelt told a crowd here: 
“T am confident Congress will work 
with me and we can get something 
practical done” to put “Muscle 
Shoals back on the map.” Signifi- 
cance was attached to his state- 
ment that “we are going to treat 
Muscle Shoals from a national 
standpoint.” 

Senator Norris was introduced by 
Roosevelt to the crowd at the sta- 
tion as “the fathr of Muscle 
Shoals.”

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Mr. Muench on Hand-Set Rental. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

READ with interest your editorial on 
I the Continental hand-set telephones, 
on which the telephone company is charg- 
ing a rental of 25 cents a month, and 
note your suggestion that the matter be 
referred to our department for action. 

Before: we again incur expense in an 
effort to secure the redress of a griev- 
ance against the telephone company,- in 
these days of rigid economy, it may be 
well to review our experience in a simi- 
lar case, which went the whole route, 
from the Public Service Commission to 
the Supreme Court, only a few years ago. 

When the telephone company began to 
change to dial operation, it was ciscov- 
ered that, in order to give subscribers 
with private branch exchanges the same 
service they had had before, it would be 
necessary to equip each extension tele- 
phone with its own dial. Although this 
equipment was made necessary because 
of a change the company had made for 
its own purposes, and added nothing 
whatever to the service which the sub- 
scriber had previously received, the com- 
pany, in October, 1926, added a new 
charge to its schedule of rates, providing 
for a rental of 25 cents a month for each 
of these extension telephone dials. 

The commission passed the new charge 
without objection, but, as soon as it was 
brought to the attention of this depart- 
ment, we filed a complaint, objecting to 
thie additional burden on the ground that 
it was unreasonable; that it imposed an 
additional expense on the subscriber 
without any increase in service; that it 
was not based on any actual cost of 
service; and that it was a subterfuge to 
compel the subscriber to pay a rental for 
the use of a particular apparatus under 
the guise of an added rate for additional 
service. 

The telephone company sought to jus- 
tify the charge on the ground that it rep- 
resented an actual additional expense in 
rendering service, and, in addition, was a 
regulatory measure, to prevent excessive 
direct calls over private branch ex- 
changes. At the hearing before the com- 
mission, an expert for the company testi- 
fied that the cost of a dial, delivered in 
St. Louis and installed, was $5.61. 

The 25-cents-a-month rental charge 
was sustained by the commission, by the 
Circuit Court of Cole County, and, finally, 
by the Supreme Court, in 1931, in State 
ex rel. vs. Public Service Commission, 
327 Mo. 318. The Supreme Court adopted 
the telephone company’s plea that unlim- 
ited direct service over private branch 
exchanges was an abuse of the service, 
and that the company was entitled to 
curb such abuse by assessing the charge. 


It further held that the burden rested 


upon the city “to show by clear and 
satisfactory evidence” the unreasonable- 
ness or unlawfulness of a charge, where 
the commission had approved it, and that 
no such unreasonableness had been 
shown. ° 

Since we received no advance notice of 
these charges, and the commission has 
presumably approved the 25 cents per 
month for the Continental desk sets, the 
burden would again be on us to prove 
both the utility and the commission 
wrong.

his has properly attracted the attention of the 
Legislature. The Senate has adopted a resolution in- 
structing the Attorney-General to investigate. The 
cement people deny that they fixed the price. They 
assert that cement has a market production price 
which constitutes the base of all such bids; that is, a 
cement bid is this market price plus the cost of de- 
livery. The nine contractors who received the con- 
tracts for 1933 are scattered over Missouri and three 
nearby states, from which the Legislature is asked to 
believe that the cost of distribution is sufficiently 
uniform to explain the uniformity of bids. 

This is not, of course, satisfactory to the Legisla- 
ture; nor should it be. The highways of the State 
are immensely expensive. They should be built with 
all possible economy. It is a contradiction of the 
present low price scale in almost all commodities that 
cement should cost the State 35 cents more a barrel 
in 1933 than it cost in 1932. What seems to have 
happened is that the cement manufacturers were not 
governed in 1931 and 1932 by those stabilizing fac- 
tors which they claim as justification for their com- 
mon bid in 1933. One of the manufacturers bid con- 
siderably less than the rest in 1931; another manufac- 
turer bid very much less in 1932. The effect of both 
these lower bids was to bring all bids down. 

These experiences disconcerted the industry. They 
imbued it with an urge to concert. This is the true ex- 
planation of what has happened, and we cannot 
see how the Attorney-General can overlook it. Cer- 
tainly for nine cement manufacturers to submit ex- 
actly the same price is a direct challenge. The audi- 
tors of the Highway Department seem not to be 
greatly concerned about it. Nevertheless, it is a mat- 
ter of public concern. The taxpayers of the State are 
in no condition to pay $640,000 more for cement in 
1933 than they paid in 1932. If the 1932 prices were 
based upon cost, the product should be cheaper this 
year than it was last. 

There has been a feeling in the Legislature for 
years that the State could lessen the cost of highway 
construction by making its own cement. What has 
happened this year will intensify this feeling. It is 
unlikely that this is true, and no impressive proof 
of it has ever been produced. The much greater 
likelihood is that the present arrangement, with prop- 
er safeguards, is much the better. The people leok 
to the Legislature for those safeguards, and it is reas- 
suring to see the Legislature functioning in this re- 
spect when it adopts the resolution offered by Sena- 
tor Donnelly. The cement people may be able to 
justify what looks like a plain violation of the law 
against price fixing. If so, they can have no objec- 
tion to an investigation by the Attorney-General. If 
that official finds the circumstances justify the nat- 
ural suspicions of the Legislature, he is in duty bound 
to institute proceedings against all the participants. 
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IN FAIRNESS TO MR. ROMJUE. 

A month ago the House of Representatives voted, 
361 to 8, to table Representative McFadden’s bitterly- 
worded resolution charging President Hoover with 
“high crimes and misdemeanors” meériting impeach- 
ment. This week, on the motion of Majority Leader 
Rainey, the Pennsylvanian’s second such resolution 
was tabled by a vote of 342 to 11. After the first 
resolution was tabled, we called attention to the fact 
that Representative Romjue of Macon was one of the 
handful who gave their votés to the support of this 
wholly unwarranted resolution. Now, in fairness to 
the Missouri Representative, we desire to record that 
he did not vote in favor of the second resolution. 
He simply failed to vote one way or the other. 
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ANTONIO SCOTTI RETIRES. - : 

After 43 years of an artist’s life, Antonio Scotti, 
the Italian baritone, is retiring from the field with 
his eyes turned toward his native Naples where they 
have never heard him sing. The falling curtain ‘on 
last night’s performance of “L’Oracolo” at the Met- 
ropolitan Opera in New York puts a period to a 
career of 33 years with that institution. During that 
time he has been an asscciate of many lyric im- 
mortals. He was the Leoporello to Edouard de 
Reszke’s Don Giovanni, the Tonio to Caruso’s Canio 
in “Pagliacci,” the Baron Scarpia in many famous 


productions of “La Tosca” with Geraldine Farrar and 


later with the monumental Jeritza, and. only a few 
years ago he starred in that revival of Verdi's “Fal- 
staff” which first opened the gates of fame to 
Lawrence Tibbett. 

Scotti’s voice was never considered a great one, but 
he nevertheless became an exceptional artist. One of 
the reasons for that was his commanding ability as 
an actor. His interpretation of Searpia had a sweep 
and a vitality that made itself felt through pit and 
gallery and up to the far reaches of the Metropolitan’s 
well populated Family Circle. It was an individual 
and unforgettable portrait, one that will be remem- 
bered along with Jean de Reszke’s “Tristan.” But 
Scotti was also consistently artistic as a singer in 
that such resources as he commanded were always 
expended in reinforcing the meaning of the music. 


And since his effectiveness derived from his mind | 


and his emotional capacity rather than from his un- 
adorned voice, he kept an unshakable hold on the 
interest and even the affections of the public. 

Now that he is gone, one can only hope that the 
younger artists who replace him will always bear in 
mind the chief reasons of his lasting success.

‘William Green, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, told the organization’s national conven- 
tion at Cincinnati that, unless the 30-hour, five-day 
week speedily came into general use, “We will secure 
it through force of some kind.” More recently, at a 
hearing before a Senate Judiciary subcommittee, Mr. 
Green explained that his phrase meant the calling 
of strikes where workers are organized. : 

It is an encouraging sign in the fight for labor's 
rights when the A. F. of L., so often lackadaisica) in 
the past, is moved to an energetic attitude.. However, 
we agree with Senator Norris” laconic comment on 
the strike proposal: “We ought to avoid any such 
thing as that.” The possibilities of the shorter work 
week in absorbing the present unemployed labor sur-

ers and many employers. Meritorious as its general 
adoption would be, the use of strikes in such times as 
these would be exceedingly unwise. 

The savings of workers and the treasuries of unions 
have been depleted by the depression, and neither 
individuals nor organizations are in position to finance 
a protracted struggle. With regular work an increas- 
ing rarity, there is little possibility that the work- 
ers would respond with unanimity to a strike call. 
The great army of unemployed would provide a great 
source of strike-breakers, and Individuals who, in nor- 
mal times, would disdain to “scab,” would be forced, 
by the need of their families, to accept the vacant po- 
sitions. Strikes would be particularly unfortunate in 
a time of such disturbed industrial conditions as the 
present, and would aggravate the sufferings of the 
country. 

Organized labor has an excellent cause in its cam- 
paign for shorter hours, a cause that can be con- 
vincingly presented to industry for adoption as a 
matter of enlightened self-interest. When industry 
realizes how consumption of its products is reduced 
by unemployment, and how employment might be 
provided by shortening hours, then the battle will be 
That realization is nearing, and it cannot be 
accelerated by militant tactics, which can only make 
labor’s condition worse.

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SENATOR VATSON’S GOOD CAUSE. 
Those who have followed the career of Senator Wat- 
son with the critical eye which his record has de- 
served will be happily surpriged to find him sponsor- 
ing a truly good cause.

lifting the greatest of tax burdens from the peoples 
of the world. Some time ago President Hoover pro- 
posed a cut of one-third in world armaments. Senator 
Watson would go even further. His plan is to invite 
the nations fo join in a treaty whose terms call for 
a 5 per cént decrease in armament expenditures each 
year for 10 years, at the end of which time the re- 
duction would amount to more than 40 per- cent. 
Either the world will agree on a restoration of real 
peace or it will continue a peace that is not only 
costly but unreal, the Indianan said as he offered his 
resolution.

The official physician declared, “It is in no sense a

For the strangle hold, it seems, is prohibited in 
the ancient and once honorable art of wrestling. It 
was invented, or at least perfected, by the eminent 
Lewis, who, because of his skill, is known profession- 
ally and in all the prints as “The Strangler.” It is 
& brutal tactic. As operated, it clamps down on the 
windpipe, arresting the flow of air to the lungs, re- 
ducing the victim to inarticulate pulp; and dropping 
the curtain on the show. | 
What preference, if any, exists between having the 
jugular vein pinched and the brain drugged into coma, 
or having one’s lungs deflated by a blockaded wind- 


‘Pipe, rather baffles the layman. The practical conse 


quences are apparently the-same in either case, and 
one experience, we should think, would be identically 
like the other. But the Londos coup de guerre is an 
“unconscious hold” and legal, while the Lewis method 
is a “strangle” and taboo. Y 

Well, Jimmie Londos is a Greek, son of the smiling 
land where Sam Insull found green pastures and run- 
ning brooks—Jimmie is a great Greek and the official 
physician is a great dialectician, and the “unconscious 
hold” is a kayo.

Sales Tax or Income Tax? 


Arguments for Federal sales tax are large yield, ease of collection and difficulty of 
evasion; objections are that it disregards ability to pay, retards business and may 
conflict with state levies; raising income tax to 1918 level is suggested alternative; 
such rates, if used in 1931, would have added about $700,000,000 to revenues.

ET no one fancy that fiscal problems 
L this year are simple for our lawmakers. 
Government services—Federal, state and 
local—take an important fraction of the na- 
tional income. A few years ago this fraction 
was estimated to be about 10 per cent. The 


decline in the price level and a slackening’ 


of economic activity have reduced the na- 
tional income by perhaps half. Public ex- 
penditures have not declined cgorrespond- 
ingly; in fact,.some lines of government ac- 
tivity have grown rather than diminished. 
Accordingly, taxes exact a larger percentage 
of the lowered income. What was a mild 
problem before is an acute one now. If 
under such circumstances our leégislators 
become excited and do strange things, there 
is no real occasion for surprise. 

A Federal sales tax of some sort will cer- 
tainly be amdng the proposals urged. In its 
favor it will be argued that it will yield a 
considerable amount of revenue, is easy to 
collect, hard to evade and not acutely no- 
ticed by the taxpayer. 

Nevertheless, this form of taxation ought 
not to be employed by the Government, for 
three reasons. The first is that it is a re- 
gressive tax. We shall do well not to aban- 
don unnecessarily the principle that taxes 
should be levied as nearly as possible in 
accordance with ability to pay, and this 
principle can be applied most definitely and 
equitably through income and inheritance 
taxes with highly progressive rates. If the 
sales tax is to yield. any important amount 
of revenue, it must be applied to articlés 
of general consumption, that is, to necessi- 
ties. The more exceptions made, the less 


general is the tax and the lower the yield. 


The poor man, of course, pays a higher 
percentage of his income for such articles 
than does the rich. This is serious enough, 
but becomes worse when the second objec- 
tion is presented. The sales tax tends to 
restrict rather than to encourage business. 

No one can predict in advance its réal in- 
cidence,* but we may at least say this: If it 
is for the most part shifted to the consumer, 
it adds to the woes of the common man, who 
is threatened with many other new burdens, 
including an estimated $750,000,000 for the 


aid of agriculture under the proposed do- 


mestic allotment plan. In so far as the sales 
tax is not shifted to the consumer but is 
finally paid by the manufacturer, his costs 


about equal to those of 1922. They may 
quite properly be raised to the 1918 levels. 
If it be argued that such rates will take too 
many dollars from certain taxpayers, atten- 
tion should be concentrated upon what such 
persons will have left after payménts are 
made rather than upon what they pay. If 
there are few or no'‘incomes remaining in 
the higher brackets, the answer is to fix the 
rates in the law to reach such large incomes 
as may exist and to meet the proper demand 
of the man of small or moderate income that 
he shall not be asked to shoulder the burden 
without at least an attempt to reach the 
millionaires.

How much can be obtained from higher 
income and estate taxes is not easy to esti- 
mate, even by experts in the Treasury De- 


partment. Nevertheless, the preliminary re-.

In 1931, the number of individual returns 
was 70 per cent of that in 1918. The net 
income reported was 83 per cent of that in 
the earlier year, but the taxes in 1931 Were 
only $241,282,875, or 21 per cent of the corre- 
sponding figure for 1918. If the same rates 
as in 1918 had been applicable throughout in 
1931 the yield might have been 83 per cent 
of the 1918 yield, or over $936;000,000. 

This conclusion is a crude one and may not 
be even approximately true for 1932, a year 
in which incomes were presumably much 
less than in 1931.

IS NOTA LEADING JE 


Concedes Eminence in Journal- 
ism but Declares He Masn’t 
Reacted to Jewish Problem. 


The inclusion of Walter Lipp-| anna Cuccia 


mann, author and journalist, in a 
recently published _ list 


“America’s 10 greatest living Jews” 
was criticised in his weekly ser- 
mon last night by Rabbi Julius 
Gordon at Shaare Emeth Tentple, 
6830 Delmar boulevard. 

“We do not recognize him as a 
leading Jew,” Rabbi Gordon said, 
“and so far as we know he has 
mong reacted to the Jewish prob- 
em.” 

Rabbi Gordon commented on the 
list, made by 84 Jewish editors and 
publishers in 35 American Jewish 
communities, saying “a few emeri- 
dations, I believe, are in place.” The 
dist included, in order of prefer- 
ence, Louis D. Brandeis, jurist: 
Felix M. Warburg, banker; Benj- 
amin N. Cardozo, jurist; Herbert H. 
Lehman, Governor of New York; 
Adolph 8S. Ochs, publisher of the 


New York Times; Ludwig. Lewi- pe be 


sohn, novelist and critic; Felix 
Frankfurter, jurist; Walter Lipp- 


man; Stephen S. Wise, rabbi; and 
Th 


Cyrus Adler, educator. 

“On the whole the group is well 
chosen,” Rabbi Gordon said.

Lewisohn, and even Wise. 

Objects to Lippmann. 

“Walter Lippmann, I believe, 
should not have been included in 
this particular list. We recognize 
his genius. He is today the phil- 
osopher-journalist of the American 
press. That is, we recognize Lipp- 
mann as a Jew leading in the field’ 
of journalism, but we do not rec- 
ognize him as a leading Jew. As 
far as we know Walter Lippmann 
has never reacted toe the Jewish 
problem. Considering that this 
choice has been made not on the 
basis of name (that is, not count- 
ing the accident of birth but the 
privilege of birthright) and not on 
the basis of fame in the general 
world, but on the basis of claim and 
deserved right as far as Jewish en- 
deavor is concerned, I feel that 
Walter Lippmann could logically 
have been omitted from this partic- 
ular list. 

“Then, too, certain omissions have 
been made. I believe that the Jew- 
ish labor movement in America 
should have been represented, espe- 
cially by Abraham Cahan, editor of 
‘Forward’ and author of the novel, 
‘The Rise of David Levinsky.’ I 
believe that Morris Schwartz of the 
Yiddish Theater should have been 
mentioned as a representative of 
the fine arts in American Jewish 
life, 

List Not Exclusive. 

“Most of his fellow artists have 
forsaken him and found their place 
in Hollywood. This happened to 
Muni Wiesenfreund, a young and 
promising Jewish actor who played 
together with Schwartz and has 
now become Paul Muni—scarfaced 
and chain-ganged.” 

Among other omissions Rabbi 
Gordon mentioned Fannie Hurst— 
“something very fine and noble has 
been created in the New York East 
Side and Fannie Hurst has given us 
an echo of this creation”—and Ern- 
est Bloch, the composer. 

“The point I want to emphasize,” 
he said, “is that any such selec- 
tion of a distinguished group is not 
meant to be exclusive. On the 
contrary, it must aim to show the 
richness, colorfulness and many- 
sidedness of Jewish life. From 
what angle one approaches Jewish 
life makes very little difference as 
long as he sees it in its entirety. 
And in order that we may see Jew- 
ish life its entirety, our spiritual 
observatory must be placed on the 
mountain top of clear vision, sane 
judgment, and. fair-mindedness.”

PHOENIX, , Jan. 21.—A pub- 
lished confession by Mrs. Winnie 
Ruth Judd to two murders, in 
which she was quoted as saying 
she had no accomplice, was cited 
today by counsel for John J. Hal- 
loran, Phoenix lumberman, as a 
refutation of her court testimony 
that Halloran assisted in the dis- 
posal of the bodies of the women 
she killed. 

After the state had rested in Hal- 
loran’s preliminary hearing on a 
charge of being an accessory to the 
crime of murder, Frank O. Smith, 
counsel for Halloran, asked that 
the case be reopened so Mrs. Judd 
could be re-examined “upon evi- 
dence impeaching her story.” 

Smith told the court “we are pre- 
paring to prove that on Oct. 25, 26, 
27, 1931, Winnie Ruth Judd publish- 
ed in the Los Angeles Times of Los 
Angeles, Cal., her confession,” and 
that the confession so published 
“is a complete refutation of all 
charges against John J. Halloran.” 

Facsimile Signature. 

The newspaper, Smith said, pub- 
lished a confession with a facsimile 
signature of Mrs. Judd and a cer- 
tificate from her attesting to its 
correctness. 

“I first learned of this situation 
this morning at 6 o'clock,” the at- 
torney said. 

He quoted part of the confession 
appearing in the Los Angeles Times 
as follows: 

“By Winnie Ruth Judd. This is 
my own story—the whole truth of 
the double tragedy which ended the 
lives of (Mrs.) Agnes Anne Leroi 
and (Miss) Hedvig Samuelson in 
Phoenix, Ariz., on Friday, Oct. 16, 
1931. I have given it to my hus- 
band, William C. Judd, to dispose 
of as he sees fit and in order that 
the world may know the _ exact 
facts of the whole terrible affair. 

“It has been charged that I had 
an accomplice either before, dur- 
ing or after the actual tragedy. This 
is not true. 

“I alone shot and killed both 
women who were once my friends. 
I did it in self defense—to save my 
own life—and for no other reason. 

“I alone disposed of the bodies 
in a manner which I shall describe 
in more detail later. I had no help 
of any kind from anyone.” 

Case Ordered Reopened. 

The Court said: “The Court is 
disposed to know the whole truth 
about this matter, if it is possible. 
Therefore I will permit the re- 
opening of the cross-examination 
of Mrs. Judd.” 

“In connection with your con- 
fession in the Los Angeles Times, 
Mrs. Judd, did you write and sign 
a certificate authorizing it?” Smith 
asked as he began to read it. — 

Mrs. Judd interrupted to say, 
“I can’t say, as at that time I 
was delirious.” 

Smith showed Mrs. Judd the 
newspaper reproduction of her al- 
leged confession and _ certification 
preceding her purported admis- 
sion. 

“Is this a fac simile of your sig- 
nature?” Smith asked. “I was 
under a sedative and an anesthetic 
all the time I was in Los An- 
geles.”

men were accused of first degree 
murder yesterday in warrants based 
on the burning of the downtown 
Ellington apartment hotel in which 
13 persons lost their lives last 
June 9. 

The warrants were sworn to by 
Safety Director Frank J. Mer- 
rick, who charged that the five 
men conspired to burn a barber 
supply shop on the ground floor of 
the building to cellect $20,000 in in- 
surance. 

He said L. J. Kamins, 64-year- 
old former attorney now serving 
an arson sentence in Rockview 
penitentiary, Pennsylvania, was the 
“king pin” of the Ellington fire. 
Besides Kamins, the warrants 
named Sam eman and Paul 
Childs, Pittsburgh fire insurance 
adjustors; Ben Hirsch of Aliquippa, 
a suburb of Beaver. Falls, -Pa., 
and Ray I. Turk of Cleveland, 
manager of the American Beauty 
& Barber Supply Co. | 

“Our evidence,” Merrick said, 
“will disclose that this gang has 
been setting fires all over the Mid- 
West and in the last 10 years has 
set fires from New York to St. 
Louis that caused $2,000,000 worth 
of damage. 

“We charge that Turk hired a 
professional arson gang to set fire 
to his shop so that he could collect 
the insurance on it.” 

Merrick said Hirsch was a “pro- 
fessional fire bug.”

CHAPTER SEVEN. 
Congress had declared, on April 
6, 1917, that a state of war existed 
between the United States and Ger- 
many. In May I decided to join the 
service. Upon submitting to a 
physical and medical examination 
at the Marine recruiting station in 
East Twenty-third street, I was re- 
jected because of the injury to my 
left arm, which was beginning to 
resémble a form of paralysis. 

I was terribly disappointed. I 
then determined to get the proper 
medical treatment that would put 
my arm into shape. I wanted to 
be a marine. The marine slogan of 
“First to Fight!” and the defini- 
tion of a marine which I had 
gleaned from a pamphlet picked up 
at recruiting tent in City Hall 
Park fascinated me. “A marine is 
a two-fisted fighting man!” I read. 
Enough. 

I changed my doctors and was 
advised that the arm needed im- 
mediate exercise and sunshine. 
Whereupon I got a job as life 
guard for the summer season at 
Keansburg, N. J., quitting the office 
staff of the Ocean Steamship Co. 
This was in June, 1917. 

I discovered during the season 
that the title “life guard” was no 
misnomer. One had to save lives. 
The vacationists and visitors to 
Keansburg frequently overtaxed 
canoes and themselves, keeping 
the retired rate clerk busy hauling 
them out of the tepid waters. 


Just before the season closed, 
when the prospect of acceptance by 
the marine medical examiner was 
very bright, I had the indiscretion 
to put the gloves on with one of 
the boys on the beach. A feeble 
left starting for the face was 
slipped, and in countering with a 
right my friend hit me right on 
the elbow. This bent the arm 
backward, causing it to drop limply 
at my side. It was as badly injured 
as it had been at its worst. -This 
was most disheartening. The 
world looked black. There was 
nothing to do, now that the season 
was about to close, but-go Back to 
New York to undergo more treat- 
ment. ~ 


Returning to New York I found 
myself with no job, no money and 
2 practically useless left arm. Af- 
ter two months of discouraging 
daily (7 a. m.) treatments in the 
mechano-therapy department in the 
basement of Bellevue Hospital, 
which produced very little improve- 
ment, my old standby, “Old Eddie” 
O’Brien, knowing my financial 
plight, offered to lend me some 
money. I refused to accept it be- 
cause I had no idea as to how I 
could pay him back. I said if I 
could only get a couple of fights I 
certainly could use what money I 
received for them. 


The Frawley boxing law had been 
repealed at the order of Gov.

“Well, Gene, I think I have got you 
matched to box at the Polo A. C. 
a week from Friday night. Where 
do you think we can train?” 

I told him I could not train and 

that even rope-skipping was a 
strain on the arm. So O’Brien ad- 
vised, “Well, you: will have to 
shadow-box a little and do some 
road work to sharpen your wind a 
bit.” I ran around W 
Square for four or five mornings, 
and shadow-boxed when I got 
home. That was all the training I 
did. 
Young Berelli, my opponent, was 
a 200-pound coal passer with pugi- 
listic aspirations. This was one of 
only two professional fights I ever 
went into without thinking of it as 
either fun or part of a definite plan. 
I wanted money. In the past I had 
done it for the sport. Later, when 
I took boxing seriously, as a pro- 
fession, all my matches were part 
of a plan. 


Another Match 


Borelli was a southpaw who 
boxed with his right hand and right 
foot extended, which made him an 
open target for my right. He sat 
on his haunches with the second 
blow I hit him and took the count 
the next round. I was not required 
to do any more than feint with my 
bad left in the four and one-half 
minutes that the fight lasted. This 
was the star bout and for my share 
I received $26. 
The following week O’Brien took 
me to see Charlie Doesserick at the 
Pioneer Club. Doesserick was run- 
ning shows at the New Amsterdam 
Opera House to which he admitted 
all men in uniform without charge. 
Civilians were required to pay. 
Doesserick said, “Yes, I'll give you 
a match. I am looking for a middle- 
weight to box Hughey Weir at my 
next show. I can pay you $40 to 
box six rounds.” 
I could train no more for this 
than for the Borelli match. I did 
three or four days’ road work and 
shadow boxing. Weir was a rushing 
fighter, and all I was required to 
do was to wait for him and let go 
my right with everything I had in 
it when he came into hitting dis- 
tance. He succumbed in the third. 
We both weighed 158 pounds. 

Just as I had despaired of doing 
any more of this Eddie O’Brien—

faithful old Eddie—took me down 
to see his son-in-law, whom he had 
asked to recommend me to the J. 
G. White Engineering Corporation, 
for which he worked. 

And thus I got a job at Erie Pier 
in Jersey City. The duties, for 
which I was paid $25 a week, in- 
volved receiving and checking air- 
plane parts from different points 
of the country and re-shipped to the 
Hoboken piers for transportation 
to France. 


} Traumatic Neuritis 


My concern about my left arm 
kept increasing. And the shame 
over not being in uniform though 
working with soldiers caused con- 
stant secret humiliation. Discour- 
agement about the arm grew into 
despair. I tried all kinds of home 
remedies, but the deltoid, triceps 
and biceps muscles continued to 
shrink. One of the staff over at 
Erie Pier gave the the name of a 
German physician who, he advised, 
gave electrical treatments for neu- 
ris, rheumatism and similar dis- 
eases. He said, “Why not come with 
me to this man’s office and see 
what he can do?” With little hope 
I accompanied him to the office of 
Dr. Frederick de Kraft at 142 West 
Seventieth street. After examining 
me Dr. de Kraft said, in English 
with a heavy German accent, “My 
boy, you have a traumatic neuritis, 
and I can cure you but it will take 
some time.” 


I could hardly believe what I 
heard. Suddenly I was filled with 
hope and I wanted to embrace this 
kindly old gentleman. I visited his 
office three nights a week for a 
sort of diathermic treatment. He 
knew I was not in very affiuent 
circumstances, and made a nominal 


these treatments from January to 
June, 1918, when he pronounced me 
cured. My arm looked it, for it had 
ually come back to almost nor- 
mal size and strength. Curiously 
enough, it has remained shorter 
than the right arm to this day. The 
muscular contraction at the elbow 
causes this. I never told this gentle 
old German why I was so anxious 
to have him put my arm in shape, 
until after I had been accepted for 
enlistment in the Marines. Curi- 
ously enough, I was accepted by the 
same medical ,examiner who had 
rejected me before. On my last visit 
to Dr. de Kraft I told him that I 
was going away to war. He said, 
“Well, I wish you luck and hope

It was then that the irony of this 
particular situation struck me. 
Here was a man born in Germany, 
of German scientific training and 
culture, making it possible for an 
American boy to join the Allied 
forces against his native land.

Barring cod or eels or pan fish, 
almost every fish is dinner party 
fish if it be perfectly prepared. But 
especial dinner party fish includes 
fish mousse, friend smelts, boiled 
salmon with Hollandaise sauce, 
filet of sole and so on. At a strict- 
ly formal dinner there may be an 
entree between the fish and the 
meat course. But this is consid- 
ered a very long dinner and usually 
an entree, if served, takes the place 
of the fish. 

The most elaborate dinner party 
meat is boned capon. The most 
popular is saddle of mutton, or 
roast spring lamb or filet of beef 
or filet mignon. Either variety of 
filet garnished with clumps of 
vegetables is ideal for simplifying 
service, because it is a complete 
course in itself and needs no ac- 
companying dishes whatever. 

All green salads are dinner party 
salads with every variety of_aspic, 
cheese croquettes or cheese soufflee 
or cheese straws, or Bar-le-duc and 
cream cheese. 

The inevitable formal dinner 
party dessert is ice cream. But at 
a dinner of 10 or less, it may equal- 
ly well be meringues with whipped 
cream, or a macedoine of fruit, or 
bavarian cream or a lattice-top 
fruit pie. Its lattice top changes an 
every-day pie into a dinner party 
dessert. 

Special dinner party breads are 
finger rolls and melba toast, and 
bread cut in inch-thick slices and 
cut again into three. long blocks 
and browned in the oven. All of 
these eaten without butter. At din- 
ners_of 10 or less, butter is more 
often served than not, and bread 
includes any sort of rolls or toast 
you happen to like. ‘ 

At all dinner parties it is im- 
portant you include “accompany- 
ing dishes,” such as sliced cucum- 
ber, or sliced tomato with French 
dressing with broiled fish. Fried 
fish should have pieces of lemon 
and tartar sauce. With roast lamb 
there should be mint sauce or mint 
jelly; currant jelly with mutton; 
Yorkshire pudding and spiced fruit 
with roast beef; cranberry jelly 
and giblet gravy with turkey. 
Roast guinea hen must have 
browned bread crumbs and bread 
sauce and, if you like, currant jelly. 
Barnyard duck must have apple 
sauce and fried hominy, or orange 
sauce and rice croquettes.

Hickory Nut Angel Cake. 

Whip the whites of 12 eggs 
on a large platter with a pinch 
of salt until foamy. Add one 
rounded teaspoon of cream of 
tartar and beat until eggs 
stand in peaks, but not dry. 
Sift flour once before measur- 
ing then measure one and a 
third cups of cake flour. Sift 
the flour five times. Also sift 
the sugar before measuring 
and measure one and a half 
cups of sugar. Sift sugar five 
times. Fold in sugar lightly, 
one tablespoon at a time tothe 
beaten whites of eggs. Then 
add two teaspoons of vanilla. 
Fold in the flour just like the 
sugar, one tablespoon at a 
time. Pour in a large un- 
greased angel cake pan and 
bake from 45 to 60 minutes, or 
unti) it starts shrinking in the 
pan. Start baking in a warm 
oven for the first 15 minutes,

Clammy Hands 
OLD, clammy and perspiring | 
C hands represent a characteristic 
type of functional disturbance 
in the circulatory system. This dis- 
turbance is technically called acro- 
cyanosis. The term is derived from 
the Greek akron, meaning extrem- 
ity, and kyanosis, meaning dark 
blue color. 
The color of the hands is usually 
reddish blue. At times both the 


hands and the feet are affected, 
more commonly, however, the 
hands alone. 

A characteristic of this condi- 
tion, too, is the abrupt change of 
the color of the skin in the region 
of the wrists, the lower portion be- 
ing blue, the remaining portion be- 
ing of normal color. 

This condition, which is rare, is 
seen more often in women ‘than in 
men, and in males it is more com- 
monly seen during the early ‘teen 
age. 

The complaining individual may 
show no other symptoms and may 
seem to be in good health. It is 
not infrequent, however, to find 
such an individual suffering from 
a mild hypothyroidism, that is, an 
underfunctioning Of the thyroid 
giand. In the opposite condition, 
hyperthyroidism, the hands are 
usually moist, red and warm. 


Essentially, acrocyanosis rejre- 
sents a disturbance of a portion of 
the circulatory system. According 
to one English authority, the con- 
dition is due to a spasm of the 
minute blood vessels of the hands. 
These blood vessels are in a con- 
stant state of tension and the blood 
in the capillaries is poor in oxygen. 


Not infrequently this condition 
may follow on debilitating illnesses 
or even on acute infections. It is 
at times, too, associated with 
chronic disease of the joints. 


In the treatment of hypothyroid- 
ism, thyroid substance in  pre- 
scribed quantities may help. Exer- 
cise will benefit the sufferer. 

Circulation in the hands may be 
improved by contracting the fingers 
forcibly and holding the arm up in 
an elevated position for five min- 
utes several times daily.

She was leakiz 
the crew could not 
much longer.” 
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
